An Israeli was stabbed in 
Jenin yesterday, two Palestin- 
ians died and troops demolished 
five homes in Bidya after arrest- 
ing the suspected killers of the 
local mukhtar. In other West 
Bank incidents over the week- 
end, at least a dozen Palestinians 
were reported wounded in clash- 
es with soldiers. 

Military sources warned that

Achiai frequented Jenin on busi- 
hess and was acquainted with local 
merchants. He told reporters that a 
group of youths attacked him from 
behind as he walked to his car from 
a local shop. He was hit in the back 
of the head with an axe and fell to 
the ground, but managed to kick 
away his attackers, he said. His at- 
tempt to draw a pistol failed. and 
the gun, which. fell to the ground, 
was later given to police by a local 
resident.

PLO revives confederation idea

The PLO recently asked Jordan 
to renew negotiations on a confeder- 
ation agreement that would go band 
in hand with a PLO declaration of 
independence, Israel Television re- 
ported yesterday. 

Bat Palestinian sources close to 
Amman said that the PLO proposal 
was an old offer that had already 
been rejectea by Hussein, because it 
would essentially give the PLO the 
upper hand in the confederation 
scheme. 

The sources said that a PLO dele- 
gation Jed by Mahmud Abbas made 
the this summer in a meet- 
ing with King Hussein shortly after 


the Jordanian monarch severed ties 
with the West Bank. 

Under the PLO proposal, East 
Bank Palestinians would be able to 
hold dual citizenship in the Jordani- 
an and new Palestinian state. But 
Hussein rejected the idea, because 
uniting the East and West Bank 
population would give Palestinians 


the demographic edge in the | 


confederation. 

PLO chief Yasser Arafat appar- 
ently has revived the confederation 
proposal, because he believes it 
would give a declaration of indepen- 
dence more legitimacy in the West, 
Israel Television said. 

, In Cairo yesterday, Arafat's se- 


nior political adviser, Hani el-Has- 
san, Said a recent U.S policy state- 
ment on the PLO was tantamount to 
recognition of organization. El-Has- 
sao was referring to a statement by 
assistant secretary of state Richard 
Murphy to a Middle East subcom- 
mittee of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committe on Thursday in which he 
said the PLO cannot be overlooked 
and that Palestinians in the occupied 
territories identify with it. 

He also lauded President Rea- 
gan’s recent statement that the U.S. 
wants a settlement taking into ac- 
count the ἡ “legitimate tights” of the 
Palestinians asa “development in 
U.S. views.”

“The PLO is the tragedy of the 
Palestinian people,” Foreign Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres told a gathering of 
artists and university lecturers at 
Beit Liessin in Tel Aviv on Friday. 
“It’s going in a way that will destroy 
the Palestinian people.” 

Blasting Israeli leftists for encour- 
aging talks with the PLO, Peres said 
Arafat systematically sabotages any 
chance for peace in the Middle East 
and is thus the biggest cause of sup- 
port for Israel's right-wing parties.

Peres sitting in the sun outside Beit 
ese on Friday afternoon, leisure- 

ly drinking a beer, kissing singer 
Prete Makaitan and shaking hands 
with artists and entertainers. 

Later, inside, Peres heard criti- 
cism about Labour’s campaign 
broadcasts and political message, 
which several artists said was un- 
clear. Artists and academics wanted 
to know what could be done about 


it.

Mideast gets short shrift 
in Bush-Dukakis debate

LOS ANGELES - In a 90-minute 
debate between the presidential 
contenders largely devoted to estab- 
lishing their personal likeability and 
practically devoid of foreign policy 
ssues, Israel and the Middle East 
were mentioned, but briefly. 

Whereas in past presidential cam- 
paigns the candidates vied to prove 
their pro-Israel credentiais, Thurs- 
day evening at the University of Cal- 
ifornia campus here only Governor 
Michael Dukakis, the Democratic 
standard bearer, bothered to bring 
up the subject. 

“I would challenge Mr. Gorba- 
chev to join us in limiting, in elimi- 
nating regional conflict in the Mid- 
dle East, in Central America,” 
Dukakis said. “Let's get him work- 
ing on Syria, their client state. and 
see if we can’t get them to join Israel 
and other Arab nations, if at all 
possible, and Arab leaders, in final- 
ly bringing peace to the troubled 
rey 


gion. 
“And [ think that's one reason 
why we need fresh leadership in the 


White House that can make pro- 
gress now in bringing to the 
Middle East,” he added before turn- 
ing his attention to Central 
America. . ᾿ 

In his response, Republican Vice 
President George Bush skipped the 
Middle East entirely and the state- 
ment by Dukakis was not deemed 
important enough by the news me- 
dia to rate mention in the analyses 
or summaries of the debate. 

For most of their allotted time, 
the candidates chose to repeat their 
well-established positions on taxes, 
crime, the national budget, the so- 
cial security programme. arms con- 
trol, abortion and their choices of 
vice presidential running mates. 

Both men were at pains to empha- 
size that they were likeable fellows. 
Bush, who has been criticized for his 
negative campaign style and person- 
al attacks on his opponent, assured 
70 million television viewers that his 
father would have been proud of the 
way he was running for office. 

Dukakis, whose tightly controlled 
demeanor has earned him the nick- 
name of “The Iceman” or, in an 


allusion to both his Greek heritage 
and lack of emotion “Zorba, the 
Clerk,” aiso rose to the challenge. 
“T think I am ἃ reasonably like- 
able guy.” he said. “I'm serious, 
though I think that I'm a little more 
lovable these days than ! used to be 
back in my youth.” ᾿ 


Pg acl called the debate a 
Ww, with perhaps a slight edge to 
Dukakis, Bush, who pan a pat 
dent and forceful performance, won 
the nod of the instant media analysts 
and the “spin doctors.” The latter 
breed are the partisans of one or the 
other candidate who offer to tell 
Teporters how to interpret what they 
have just seen and heard. 


Reporters generally declared Du- 
kakis the loser, not so much for his 
stiff performance but because as the 
underdog in public opinion polls, he 
needed a knockout to close the gap 
between himself and Bush. 

The most common cliche heard 
on Spin Alley and later broadcasts 
was that Dukakis needed a “home 
Tun" to even the score with his rival, 
but had only managed a “single.” 


Beijing launches world-wide drive to mend fences 
China aims to be diplomatic leader 


BEING (AFP) — The announce- 
ment of a Sino-Soviet summit for 
early next year appears to be part of 
a diplomatic offensive designed to 
put China at the forefront of global 
diplomacy, observers and diplomats 
said here Friday. 

The summit, the first in 30 years. 
the imminent establishment of dip- 
lomatic relations with Saudi Arabia 
and the beginnings at least of eco- 
nomic and cultural ties with Israel 
were ail virtually unthinkable sever- 
al months ago. 

But in just 24 hours, these devél- 
opments have given Chinese foreign 
policy a global reach lacking in the 
past few years when Beijmg ap- 
peared content to play only a re- 
gional role, a Western diplomatic 
source said. 

China on Thursday denied re- 
ports from Jerusalem that a trade 
agreement had been signed and that 
cultural centres were to be set up in 
both countries, but nobody is taking 
the denial too seriously, the source 
said, zuc the reports will almost cer- 
tamly be confirmed once ties with 


1 Saudi Arabia are oormalized, the 


source added. 


Saudi Prince Bandar Ibn Sultan 
Abdul Aziz, Riyadh'’s Ambassador 
to Washington. completed a two- 
day visit Thursday. 

All these developments appear to 
be evidence of China's wish to dem- 
onstrate that it will be even-handed 
in its dealings with all its partners — 
even though they may be 
antagonists. 

Such a policy best serves China's 
own interests as well as being the 
surest guarantee of its indepen- 
acing Western diplomatic sources 
sad. 
In this context, observers said it 
was significant that the press here 
had not reported the announcement 
of the Sino-Soviet summit, made by 
Chinese leader Deng Xiaoping to 
visiting Finnish President Mauno 
Koivisto on Thursday. Newspapers 
instead reported only Deng's re- 
mark that “the future normalization 
of Sino-Soviet relations will not 
harm China’s relations with other 
countries.” 

The message is clear. Washington 
has effectively been told that the 
complete normalization of relations 
between Beijing and Moscow will

not see China returning to the Sovi- 
et camp. observers said. 

Observers noted that China‘s 
commercial ties with South Korea 
are increasing rapidly, with indirect 
trade expected to reach some $3 bil- 
lion this year. This sum will be five 
or six times as much as Beijing's 
trade with its erstwhile ally, North 
Korea. 


The settlement of the Afghan 
conflict seems to have had a major 
impact on China’s diplomacy, ob- 
servers said. The settlement first 
convinced the Chinese leadership 
that Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev was acting in good faith. 

At the same time it made them 
aware that China risked being edged 
off centre stage if Washington and 
Moscow could settle the fate of a 
country on its borders without con- 
sulting Beijing, observers said. 

Similarly, Beijing is aware that a 
solution to the problem of Cambo- 
dia, and the departure of the Viet- 
namese from that country, also de- 

nds on Moscow, where Soviet 

‘oreign Minister Qian Qichen is due 
at the end of November.

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Nobel. laureate Naguib Mahfouz 


IT IS a good omen for future peace prospects 
in this part of the world that Egypt's leading 
novelist, Naguib Mahfouz, became the first 
Arabic-language writer who has been award- 
ed the much-coveted Nobel Prize for litera- 
ture. Apart from his outstanding achieve- 
ments as an author who succeeded in 
expressing the feelings and problems of the 
simple people. the poor residents of Cairo's 
neighbourhoods, he is a staunch supporter of 
Egypt's peace with Israel. 

He encouraged the late president Anwar 
Sadat in his peace mission nearly 11 years ago 
and stands by his conviction to this day, de- 
spite many disappointments. Mahfouz was 
also not deterred when he was boycotted by 
some Arab countries because of his support of 
the peace treaty between Egypt and Israel and 
his subsequent relations with Israeli literary 
scholars. He also stood up against some boy- 
cott moves in his own country when Egyptian 
fundamentalists shunned him because of his 
critica) style of writing which does not follow 
their reading of the Moslem religion. 

For Naguib Mahfouz peace is a basic con- 
cept. It is necessary to fulfil his main concern 
of bringing Egypt back to its glamorous days 
as a leading empire. It is for this reason that 
Egypt. as well as the other Arab states, should 
make peace with Israel in order to be able to 
focus on constructive and positive targets 
which will improve their society and culture. 

He disapproved of Nasser’s dictatorial re- 
gime and often kept silent during the Nasser 
years as an expression of protest. His 1959 
work Children of Gebelawi, which was singled 
out by the Swedish Academy that awarded him 
the Nobel Prize, was banned at the time in 

Egvpt. In its citation, the academy described 
the work as “an allegory of humanity's histor- 
ic destiny under the great monotheistic 
founders of religion.” Characteristically, the 
book's characters were based on Adam and 
Eve, Moses, Jesus and Mohammed. His 1967 
novel, Miramar, attacked Nasser’s domestic 


and pan-Arabist policies. ᾿ 

His ‘major work, the Trilogy, which was 
completed in 1957 and is a semi-autobiograph- 
ical work, reflects the real Egypt to its readers 
by depicting the life and characters in the 
Streets of Cairo. “It relates very clearly to 
intellectual. social and political conditions,” 
the academy said. 

The Trilogy. together with some other 
books by Mahfouz, was translated into He- 
brew. making him one of the few Arab writers 
whose novels are easily available to the Israeli 
reader. He thus helped to serve as a bridge 
between the two cultures, despite tense rela- 
tions and a still existing state of war with most 
Arab countries. except Egypt. 

For those Israelis who believe that Egyptian 
culture is the Friday evening movie in Arabic, 
Teading Naguib Mahfouz would open up un- 
known cultural spheres that include other as- 
pects of Egyptian-Arabic culture which are 
widely recognized. A recognition that is some- 
what similar perhaps to that of the work of 
Israel's Shmuel Yosef Agnon some years ago. 

It is no coincidence that Israel was one of 
the first countries outside Egypt which on 
Thursday acclaimed the awarding of the No- 
bel Prize for literature to Mahfouz. Israel's 
Ambassador in Cairo, Prof. Shimon Shamir, 
himself an Arabic scholar, was among the first 
people to congratulate Mahfouz publicly as a 
leading Egyptian and Arabic writer and as a 
loyal supporter of the peace. His words were 
echoed by Vice Premier and Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres who sent Mahfouz a congratula- 
tory message. ¥ 

In times like these, it is good to know that 
one of the Arab world’s leading novelists is 
also a great believer in peace with Israel and 
that the first recognition of modern Arab liter- 
ature in making Naguib Mahfouz a Nobel 
laureate can find wide acclaim in Israel. It 
should encourage all those who are convinced 
that peace in the Middle East is not a vain 
dream.

LATER. SOMEONE would 
throw a rock at the car, tearing 
a bit of the vinyl, making an- 
other stigmatic wound in this 
country’s body politic.

Seasonal factors push| Jordan floats dinar to mat 


CPI up 1.7.per cent

Seasonal factors pushed the con- 
sumer price index up by.1.7 per 
cent in September, with fresh vege- 
tables, school fees and rental prices 
oe the main cuiprits. 
¢ rise was higher than expected 
and brought concemed reactions 
from the Histadrut and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, along with calming, 
noises from the Treasury. 
However, independent analysts 
found the figure in line with the 
underlying inflationary trend in the 
economy, which has prices rising at 
15-18 per cent annually. Bank Ha- 
poalim’s research department, 
whose forecasts have been the most 
accurate for more than over a year, 
had predicted September's CPI at 
1.5 per cent and is expecting around 
2 per cent for October. The bank's 
feasoning is that seasonal factors 
have been boosted by. the govern- 
ment-inspired price rises in basic 
foods, which took place earlier this 
"ΠΥ Trade U; Depart 
t le Union - 
ment chairman Haim Haberfeld 
said on Friday. shortly after the CPI 
figure was announced by the Centrai 
Bureau of Statistics, that it was “un- 
usual and an unpleasant surprise, 
which indicated there were un- 
healthy trends in the economy.” He 
called for increased price controls to 
counter the likelihood of similar 
large indexes in the coming months. 
Manufacturers’ Association presi- 
dent Dov Lautman also expressed 
unhappiness at the September rise, 
adding that the next government 
would have to give urgent consider- 


ation to a basic rethinking of eco- 
nomic policy, because manufactur- ” 
ers were being squeezed by rising 
local costs on the one hand and the 
frozen exchange rate on the other. 

The Treasury, however, termed 
the 1.7 per cent rise “unusual, but 
expected,” given seasonal factors 
that appear every September. 

The CPI now stands at 118.8 
points, with the base of 100 repre- 
senting average 1987 prices. It has 
risen by 11.3 per cent this year. 

The index, excluding fruit and 
vegetables, rose by only 1.1 per cent 
last morith, and by 11.3 per cent in 
the year to date. 

The index of fruit and vegetable 
prices spurted 9.9 per cent in Sep- 
tember, with fresh vegetables alone 
jumping 19.8 per cent, fueled by the 
soaring price of items such as toma- 
toes (up 56 per cent), cabbage (45 
per cent) and lettuce (30 per cent). 

The housing price index put on 
2.4 per cent last month, with the 
average cost of rental accommoda- 
tion climbing 6.9 per cent in one 
month. 

The education and culture index 


_also rose strongly, adding 2 per cent 


on the back of 6-9 per ceat rises in 
the cost of education in kindergar- 
tens and high schools. 

Other key indices, other than the 
CPI, were much more positive. The 
Wholsesale Price Index rose by 0.9 
per cent Jast month, taking its in- 
crease since the beginning of the 
year to 11.7 per cent. The Housing 
Input Index fell by 1.9 per cent, 
because labour costs fell as the in- 
dustry switched back to a longer 
working day after the summer.

French Arabs, Jews in Mideast debate

PARIS — The French Assemblée 
Nationale hosted an unusual meet- 
ing last week when, for the first time 
members of the Union of French 
Jewish Students (ΤΕ) held a pub- 
lic debate with slllten of France 
Plus, an organization of second gen- 
eration Arabs from North Africa. A 
Jewish magazine, Passages, was the 
co-organizer of the meeting. 

The UEJF is known as a Zionist 
Organization. France Plus supports 
the Palestinians and the PLO. Many 
observers forecast a clash, but al- 
though the debates were heated and 
verbally violent, the willingness to 
talk appeared to calm even the most 
hotheaded. 


Prime Minister Michel Rocard , 


sent a taped message saying: 
“Youth of Arab origins. youth of 
Jewish origins: this meeting induces 
one to think of the confrontation in 


the Middle East, of mutual recogai- 
tion which is so difficult and so nec- 
essary. That you have come togeth- 
er in this way is heartening and 
encouraging. If dialogue is possible 
bere, why not there?” Many mem- 
bers of the government were present 
during the day-long meeting. 

The most violent exchange came 
when UEJF president Arye Ben- 
semhoun said that the core of the 
Middle East problem is not Israeli- 
Palestinian, but Israeli-Arab. Ben- 
semhoun also spoke of the “Syrian 
Sabra and Shatillas.” of Arabs mas- 
sacring Arabs, and of the situation 
in Algeria. The UEJF leader also 
brought up the pro-Nazi links of the 
Jerusalem muftt, Haj Amin el-Hus- 
seini during World War ll.
